NO PAINLESS TAX EXTEACTION. 

Congress has a hard problem before it; the problem 
is to make a shift of taxation look like a reduction of 
taxation. 

After announcing that the expenditure of the Gov- 
ernment would reach $4,600,000,000 Secretary Mellon 
suggested ways and means of raising that amount 
which shocked Chairman Fordney of the House Ways 
and Means Committee and his fellow congressional 
politicians because the Mellon shift hit the largest 
possible number of voters in a way that would make 
them know they were hit. He shifted the taxes 
from the few rich to the many with little wealth. 
His plan won’ do. 

The congressional politicians will try again. They 
will seek diligently for a scheme of taxation which 
will take money from taxpayers without letting them 
know that their pockets are being picked and mak- 
ing them think that the other fellow’s pocket ig being 
picked. It’s a hard task and will cause much sweat- 
ing in Washington and subsequently much swearing 
throughout the country. 

Congress and the administration hare gone at the 
problem in the wrong way. Instead of hitting the 
taxpayers they should hit the $4,600,000,000. They 
should reduce the numerator of expenses instead of 
raising the denominator of taxation. 

There is no relief for the people in shifting or re- 
Vising taxation. Certainly revision is necessary to 
equitable: and practical taxes, but reduction is the 
essential thing to satisfy the taxpayers. Economy is 
imperative. Reduce the outgo to fit the income— 
slash expenditures, cut down all unnecessary ex- 
penses. Take the Government out of costly business. 
Shut off its paternalistic indulgences. Stop trying 
to regulate everything and everybody with costly 
ordes of regulatofs. Cut down the civil army until 
the military forces can be reduced. It is preposterous 
that three years after the war the people of the 
United States, suffering from industrial and commer- 
cial depression due to the war, should pay $4,600,900,- 
000 to run the Government. The cost of extravagance 
is hardship and poverty.
